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TWO GIRLS BURNED 
TO DEATH AT CAPE 


Cape Girardeau, June 7.—Two girls 
were burned to death when an 
air­ 
plane fell here 
at 
3:30 p. m. today. 
John Hunter, of Chester, 111.,,the pil­ 
ot, was seriously injured. 
The girls were Grace Lamar, 
25, 
and Pearl Baysinger, 20, both of Cob- 
den, III. 
Over 1000 people witness­ 
ed the accident, which occurred short­ 
ly after the Harry H. Perkins Flying 
Circus of St. Louis began its second- 
day exhibition here. 
The two girls had expressed a de­ 
sire to make a trip in one of the air­ 
planes. 
Hunter agreed to take them 
up. 
They took seats in the cockpit 
and when the plane had attained 
a 
height 
of about 
50 feet it suddenly 
banked and swerved, crashed into the 
top of a tree and dived to earth. 
A gasoline tank above the heads of 
the girls, burst and sprinkled 
them 
with the inflammable liquid. 
Before 
bystanders could rescue them, 
the 
girls were burned to death. 
Hunter, 
although 
injured 
seriously, crawled 
from his seat and attempted to save 
the girls, but failed. 
Hunter said the accident occurred 
when one of the two girls arose from 
her seat and seemed about 
to jump 
from the plane. This alarmed him, he 
said, and he decided to return to the 
field, when the plane suddenly bank­ 
ed steeply, slipped sidewise into 
a 
tree and fell to earth. 
Hunter 
was 
hysterical for some time 
after 
the 
accident, due to grief and excitement. 
Harry'H. Perkins, head of the fly­ 
ing circus, was giving a two-day ex­ 
hibition at Cape Girardeau. 
Three 
planes were in use, and a large num­ 
ber of passengers were taken up Sat­ 
urday, the first day of the show. Per­ 
kins resides at 4582A Laclede avenue. 
The accident 
occurred in a flying 
field about three miles west of Cape 
Girardeau. 
Hunter is said to have 
been a skillful pilot and before the 
accident had been engaged in stunt 
flying. 
Two brothers of Hunter were with 
tthe flying circus and witnessed 
the

Ready to serve foods, he charged,

preserved 
with harmful 
concoctions. He pointed out that ben­ 
zoate of soda, alum, dioxide, sulphite 
and bleached flour are being used 
in 
foods. 
The law, he explained, has 
been 
rendered worthless by interpretative 
opinions and executive orders. 
“Conditions 
are 
practically what 
they were before the passage of the 
pure food and drug act’, said he. 
Dr. Wiley said the condition, as he 
sees them, will be brought to the at­ 
tention of the President on his return 
from Minnesota.

Griesidick people as to the days they 
could brew’ real beer. 
Arrangements 
were made through Charles Prather, 
Pure Food and Drug Inspector under 
Hyde, and the two men received $15,- 
000, or $1 a case for the 15,000 cases 
brewed during 1923-24. 
Prather and 
Greisidick confessed 
and 
collateral 
happenings bore out their testimony. 
A group of W. C. T. U. women sat in 
the court room throughout the trial 
in order, they said, “to lend Nations 
the moral support of their presence”, 
and now find themselves in the 
em­ 
barrassing position of having 
sanc­ 
tioned the act of a man found guilty 
of corrupptly conspiriug to defeat the 
enforcement of the very law the or­ 
ganization to which they belong was 
established to 
promote. 
A 
curious 
moral twist, psychologically speaking, 
but these be curious times. 
Convic­ 
tion on a given issue can always be 
stultified under the urge of a desire 
to beat the other 
fellow'. 
Sincerity 
and consistency have come to count 
little either in our morals, our relig­ 
ion, or our politics. 
In the meantime 
the Department of Justice at Wash­ 
ington is investigating the activity of 
Rev. Post, head of the Missouri Anti- 
Saloon League, in circularizing 
the 
state in an effort to prevent the trial 
of Nations through a popular petition 
to President Coolidge—a most unusu­ 
al procedure, and with the trial it­ 
self pending, clearing 
contempt 
of 
court. 
The verdict of guilty demon- 
srtates that this effort was inspired

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Sixty-four years ago on the eleven­ 
th day of June, 
occurred the 
most 
momentous meeting held on Missouri 
soil. On the afternoon of that day in 
the Planter’s House of St. Louis, war 
became 
inevitable. 
The 
conference 
lasted 
four 
hours, the war 
four 
years. 
Six men were deciding 
the 
destiny of one million. Four of these 
men were well known, General Na­ 
thaniel Lyon, General Frank P. Blair, 
General Sterling Price, and Governor 
C. F. Jackson. They represented the 
United States and the State of Mis­ 
souri. 
Their purpose was 
to 
bring 
peace, 
their decision 
brought war. 
The conference and its purpose were 
controlled by Lyon 
and 
Price.. 
In 
times of crisis politicians and states­ 
men give place to warriors. 
The ul­ 
timatum was the work of one man— 
the small, wiry, redhaired army of­ 
ficer 
from 
Connecticut, 
Nathaniel 
Lyon, who three weeks earlier had 
been only a captain and who had set 
foot on Missouri 
soil 
barely 
four 
months before. 
In the spring of 1861 events moved 
fast. 
Men floundered and hesitated, 
hoped and despaired. The nation was 
drifting 
into 
war. 
Each 
day 
the 
ominous black (headlines grew larger. 
Yet Missourians continued to 
talk 
and 
plan, 
act 
and vote, for peace. 
Leaders, 
however, 
or destiny, were 
making peace impossible ami shorten­ 
ing its days. 
The state convention 
gave hope, but the seizure of the Lib­ 
erty arsenal 
in 
April brought fear 
and the capture of Camp Jackson in 
May struck terror. 
Eleven days lat­ 
er a wave of optimism buoyed 
the 
people when the Harney-Price agree­ 
ment of status quo was signed. This 
was followed in nine days by a wave 
of depression 
when 
Lyon displaced 
Harney as head of the army of 
the 
west. 
Events 
were 
happening 
to 
alarm northern 
men 
and southern. 
And all knew that Lyon would 
not 
hesitate to act with his thousands of 
mert. 
Conditions were critical. Lyon 
distrusting the state leaders had de­ 
cided 
not to abide by the Harney- 
Price agreement. 
At 
this 
juncture 
Governor Jackson requested a con­ 
ference. The request was granted and 
a passport issued through the Union 
lines in St. Louis. 
The final 
move 
for peace and compromise was 
now 
begun and nearing its close. 
Governor Jackson accompanied 
bv 
an aide, Colonel 
Thomas 
L. Snead, 
and 
General 
Price, 
arrived at St. 
Louis by a special train. 
Word was 
sent Lyon who, waiving technicalities, 
went to the 
Philters’ 
House 
with 
General 
Blair 
and 
Major Conant. 
Lyon opened the conference by dele­ 
gating Blair to speak for him. With­ 
in a half hour, Lyon had supplanted 
Blair and Price had supplanted Jack­ 
son. This was a matter for warriers, 
not statesmen or politicians. Jackson 
and Price had gone too far in act and 
word for the south 
to withdraw all, 
still they were now willing to 
with­ 
draw much. 
They 
proposed 
state 
neutrality, no armed forces for the 
state, even 
the 
disbanding 
of all 
state troops, protection 
of 
all men, 
southern and 
northern 
alike. 
But, 
this broke up the 
conference, 
they 
wanted no 
movements 
of 
national 
forces in Missouri, no distribution of 
such forces, no enlisting of such forc­ 
es. They stood for a neutral, unarm­ 
ed state. 
The conference was closed by Lyon, 
the man who had jopened 
it. 
His 
words are preserved by Col. Snead: 
“ ‘Rather’, said he, (he was still seat­ 
ed and 
spoke 
deliberatelyy, slowly, 
and with a peculiar emphasis) ‘rath­ 
er than concede to the State of Mis­ 
souri the right to demand that 
my 
Government 
shall 
not enlist troops 
within her limits, or bring troops in­ 
to the State whenever it pleases, or 
move its troops at its own will into, 
out, of, or through the State; rath­ 
er than concede to the State of Mis­ 
souri for one single instant the right 
to dictate to my Government in any 
matter however unimportant, I would 
(rising as he said this, and pointing 
in turn to everyone in the room) ‘see 
you, and you, and you, and you, and 
every man, woman and child in 
the 
State, dead and buried’. 
Then turn­ 
ing to the Governor, he 
said: 
‘This 
means war. In an hour one of my of­ 
ficers will call for you and conduct 
you out of my lines' ”. 
And it was war. 
Within twenty- 
four hours Governor Jackson issued 
a call for 50,000 
men. 
Within 
two 
days Union troops were embarking at 
St. Louis 
for 
Jefferson City. 
Two 
days later Lyon entered the state- cap­ 
ital. 
And two days after, the 
first 
battle was being fought on Missouri 
soil on the hills of Boonville.

INOCULATED COW BEAS 
SHOW 
LARGER 
YIELDS 


Columbia, Mo., June 5.— Despite a 
very 
common 
belief 
th a t Missouri 
soils will grow cowpeas successfully 
without 
inoculation, 
recent reports 
from 49 farm ers who used inoculation 
last year indicate th a t considerable 
benefit follows the application of bac­ 
teria cultures. 
These reports 
were 
received by the M issouri College 
of 
A griculture 
in 
response 
to letters 
asking for their experience. 
All were 
men who had 
received 
cowpea cul­ 
tures from the college and had used 
them in grow ing the crop. 
Of the 49 
men reporting, 40, or 81.5 per cent of 
these men, were benefited, says R. E. 
Uhland of the soils departm ent, who 
handled the correspondence. 
Of the 
40 men who were benefited, 25 
had 
grown no peas before, and 
five had 
grown but very few. 
Of the 15 who 
left for the purpose of 
comparison 
check plots, on which 
the 
cultures 
were not used, 10 had grow n no peas 
form erly. 
The five men who had grow n 
peas 
several tim es 
previously 
were 
not 
benefited, 
while 
the 
ten who 
had 
grown 
peas 
previously 
all report 
they were benefited. 
Nine who

“no trick at all”, is the opinion of 
a 


Schulenberg correspondent of H . H. 
Schütz, Government statistician h ere. 


He quit raising cotton when it w en t 
to 6 ceqjs per pound about the tim e 
the World W ar broke out. 
He p la n t­ 
ed 
corn. 
In 
1915 
and 1916, both 
drouth years, he produced 102 2-3 and 
117% bushels per acre, he declared. 
For 20 years he maintained an 
ex ­ 
perim ental patch. 
“The land was very thin”, he said, 
“ranging 
from 
14 
inches of san d y 
loam a t the upper end to 28 inches of 
sand 
to clay 
a t 
the lowei end. 
I 
broke this flat each year and liste d 
on four-foto rows. 
I hauled m an u re 
in the lister rows and used a m iddle 
buster to cut another eight inches in 
depth. 
This mixed the manure 
and 
the winter rains rotted and m ulched 
the w ater row. 
“When ready to plant in the sp rin g , 
I opened the ground with a lister on 
the high bed 
and 
planted 
delinted 
seed in the lister row with a 
corn 
planter. 
This does away with w aste 
of seed and eliminates cotton 
ch o p ­ 
ping and the four trips around 
th e 
plant necessary in the old style 
of 
planting. 
“Cotton chopping 
destroys 
fo u r- 
fifths of the plants or that much seed 
is wasted each year with gin-run seed. 
Delinted seed can be planted w ith

corn planter. 
One bushel will p la n t 
four to five acres, and when all d a n ­ 
ger of hail is past, the surplus p la n ts

T h a t is 
about the only work 
after 
p lan tin g 
and the harrow work with one h o rse 
or mule is about all that is needed”. 
He said he uses cottonseed m eal in 
an old corn planter distributing

He advocated 400 pounds of

Government 
scientists, attem pting 


to force an issue the 25-year battle 
against the cotton boll weevil, have 
hit upon a unique plan, which, if 
a 
successful in the field as it has been 
in the laboratory, m ay rid the South 
of the "m illion-dollar bug” and revol­ 
utionize present 
methods 
of coping 
with other harm ful insects 
The plan is to lure the weevil to its 
doom by the peculiar odor of trim ethy 
amine, a chemical constituent of the 
cotton plant itself, 
which 
has been 
found to a ttra c t it. 
Isolation of this 
substance was affected by Dr. Fred­ 
erick B. Power, on of the chemists of 
the United States bureau of chemis­ 
try, and his associate, Victor K. Ches- 
nut. 
Interest in the experiment has been 
widespread, and naturally so, for an­ 
nual losses to planters, according to 
the bureau of crop estim ates, 
have 
been about 300 million dollars, and 
Col. H enry G. H ester, statistician of 
the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange, 
in his last annual report placed total 
losses for the past five years at 1500 
million dollars. Many cotton gins and 
oil mills are idle in the South. 
Few had heard of the boll weevil in 
1892, 
the 
year 
it crossed the Rio 
Grande from Mexico and proceeded to 
make itself at home 
in 
the cotton 
fields a t Bronwsville, Tex. 
But now, 
with nearly all of the cotton belt in­ 
fested, it is a byword in both South 
and North. 
Army airplanes, scattering calcium 
arsenate in a cloud 
over the fields, 
have 
been 
employed 
in the battle 
against the boll wevil. 
This method 
proved effective, but too expensive to 
be practicable. 
C asting about for a cheaper mode 
of chemical combat, 
the 
theory 
of 
odorous attraction was brought into 
play. This theory, summed up by Dr. 
N. E. Mclndoo, insect physiologist of 
the bureau of entomology, W ashing­ 
ton, and upoh which Dr. Power 
and 
Mr. Chesnut built up their intricate 
experim ent, is: 
“Insects, like all other animals, ac­ 
quire th eir 
inform ation 
concerning 
the world through their senses. 
The 
world to most insects is chiefly 
a 
world of smells and they are capable 
of analyzing 
the 
classifying odors, 
many of which are unknown to us”. 
The boll weevil in captivity, difficult 
to m anage and not given to 
many 
preferences, is attracted by nothing 
so 
much 
as the bud 
of the cotton 
plant, called 
the 
“ square”. 
Young 
weevils, 
ju st 
hatched, 
will 
head 
straight for a cotton field, though it 
may be several miles distant. There­ 
fore, the 
chemists 
concluded, they 
must wrench from the cotton plant 
the secret of its chemical composition 
by subtle laboratory methods. 
Construction of a “ field laboratory” 
with the proper equipment of stills, 
was the first step in their attem pt to 
extract cotton 
bud 
essence. 
Final 
work was done in the phyto-chemical 
laboratory fo the bureau of chemis­ 
try in W ashington. 
Not long afte r­ 
word announcement was made of pro­ 
gress 
a t a meeting 
of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
Ammonia and trim ethylam ine were 
found present in appreciable amounts 
with the amonia largely predom inat­ 
ing. 
Both were 
found to be em ana­ 
tions from the living plant and have 
been identified also in the dew collect­ 
ed from the cotton foliage. 
Investigations 
revealed 
th at 
as 
small an am ount of trim ethylam ine as 
five ten-m illionths of a gram can be 
detected distinctly by its odor. 
F urther 
experim enting 
revealed 
that the trim ethylam ine held 
a real 
attraction 
for the boll weevil when 
exposed to it in a solution of careful­ 
ly regulated strength. 
Dr. Mclndoo, working with an in­ 
strum ent of his own 
invention 
and 
construction, which he calls an “in­ 
sect olfactom eter”, has been trying to 
find out ju st what the correct dilution 
is. The olfactom eter is of glass tub­ 
ing and is so arranged th a t air, pass­ 
ing through two tubes, may carry 
a 
whiff of this or that “sm ell”—or so 
that one may w aft an odor 
and the 
other pure air. 
The insect under ob­ 
servation 
walks 
through 
a larger 
tube to the fork, where it is greeted 
ed with a “bug 
perfum e”, 
intended 
either to attract or repel. 
By careful study of an insect prom ­ 
enade through the tubes of the olfac­ 
tom eter Dr. Mclndoo can find 
what 
colors lure and what repel. 
And thus 
he has worked with boll weevils, using 
the fishy-smelling trim ethylam ine. 
Down in the cotton fields this sum ­ 
mer, when buds begin to burst, field 
experim ents will be conducted to test 
the practiability of the discovery. T ri­ 
m ethylam ine may be placed in traps, 
sim ilar to those used for houseflies, 
or it m ay be mixed with a poison. Dr. 
Power is leaving this issue to the en­ 
tomologists. 
If the plan works the death knell 
of the weevil will have sounded. T ri­ 
m ethylam ine can be produced cheap­ 
ly and in 
adequate 
quantities. 
Dr. 
Power says it is present in substan­ 
tial am ount in the waste product 
of 
beet sugar and th at for a long tim e a 
use for this wastage has been sought.

demonstration was started March

and completed April 30. In that time 
Smith built exactly four tons of pork 
with his 05 hogs, at a cost of $7.50 
per hundred pounds. 
These hogs were 8 or 9 months old, 
weighing 103 pounds per head, at the 
beginning of the feeding period and 
were not in good condition until 
E. 
S. Matteson. the county agent of Mon­ 
roe County, 
gave 
the hogs a good 
worming and helped Mr. Smith weigh 
them up and put them on feed. Every 
bit of feed that they received 
was 
carefully weighed and consisted

corn and tankage 
fed 
on blue gras*, 
timothy and white clover pasture.

the College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois, June 16 to 20, according to 
Dr. W. L. Burlison, head of the agron­ 
omy department. 
Pastry 
eating 
in 
the United States has increased to the 
point where bakers are demanding 
more soft wheat 
of 
higher quality 
and 
some 
changes 
and 
revisions 
therefore are necessary in the pro­ 
duction of this grain in Illinois, 
he 
said. 
Good soft wheat is at a premium 
on 
the 
St. Louis 
and Indianapolis 
markets, according to 
Dr. Burlison. 
However, Southern Illinois, the soft 
wheat section of the State, has lagged 
behind Indiana and Missouri in 
the 
production of high grade wheat 
of 
this type. The problem in this State, 
therefore, is one of finding out wheth­ 
er or not tHb soft wheats that

is. The olfactometer is of glass tub­ 
ing and is so arranged that air, pass­ 
ing through two tubes, may carry a 
whiff of this or that "smell"—or so 
that one may waft an odor and the 
other pure air. The insect under ob­ 
servation 
walks 
through 
a larger 
tube to the fork, where it is greeted 
ed with a "bug 
perfume", 
intended 
either to attract or repel. 
By careful study of an insect prom­ 
enade through the tubes of the olfac­ 
tometer Dr. Mclndoo can find 
what 
colors lure and what repel. And thus 
he has worked with boll weevils, using 
the fishy-smelling trimethylamine. 
Down in the cotton fields this sum 
mer, when buds begin to burst, field 
experiments will be conducted to test 
the practiability of the discovery. Tri 
methylamine may be placed in traps, 
similar to those used for houseflies, 
or it may be mixed with a poison. Dr. 
Power is leaving this issue to the en­ 
tomologists. 
If the plan works the death knell 
of the weevil will have sounded. Tri­ 
methylamine can be produced cheap­ 
ly and in adequate quantities.

Dr. Burlison. 
However, Southern Illinois, the soft 
wheat section of the State, has lagged 
behind Indiana and Missouri in 
the 
production of high grade wheat 
of 
this type. The problem in this State, 
therefore, is one of finding out wheth­ 
er or not tHb soft wheats that 
are 
grown are below stnadard and if so 
how they can be improved, he said. 
To this end the college proposes to 
find out what varieties are grown in 
Southern Illinois, how well they are 
adapated to that region and how well 
they fill the needs of soft wheat buy­ 
ers. 
In working out these problems 
specialists of the college are going on 
the St. Louis and Chicago markets to 
determine the grades and mixtures of 
wheats from Illinois 
and 
find 
out 
where these wheats are finally sent 
for ultimate consumption. Those who 
use these wheats will then be called 
on for information as to how South­ 
ern Illinois growers can improve their 
product. 
Plans also are being made 
to maintain about 16 co-operative ex­ 
perimental plots in the southern part 
of the State as a means of studying 
different soft wheats.
